W a s h i n g t o n . Not. 26.—Toe annual 
report of the secretary of the navy de­ 
scribes in rapid order the steps that I 
were taken to consolidate the squadrons 
and put the navy iii readiness for the 
recent hostilities. Sigsbee’s famous tele­ 
gram asking a suspension of publio 
opinion in connection with the blow­ 
ing up of the Maiue is quoted, aud the 
secretary says: 
“This judicious telegram did much to 
secure in the public minds a dispassion­ 
ate view of the disaster.” 
The story of Dewey’s victory at Ma­ 
nila is told, and of it the secretary says: 
••Aside from the mere tact of having 
won without tile loss of a single lit a 
such a brilliant and electrifying victory 
at the very outset of the war, with all 
the confidence which it infused through­ 
out tile country anil into the personnel 
of every branch of the serv.ee, it re­ 
moved at once every apprehension for 
the Pacific coast. The indirect pecu­ 
niary advantage to the United States in 
the way of saving an increase of insur­ 
ance rates and in assuring the country 
oi£]rtedom from attack on that coast is 
incalculable.” 
The secretary describes the naval 
operations, which finally resulted in 
tffe desffUction of Cervera*s fleet. He 
chows that Schley's failure, after leav­ 
ing Oienfuegos where he thought the 
fleet was, to stay before Santiago, prior 
to Sampson’s arrival, was because of 
the difficulty in towing the collier Mer­ 
rimac and the inability owing to heavy 
seas to coal his ships from the collier, 
which made it necessary for him to 
•tart toward Key West, as his vessels 
didn’t have coal enough aboard. 
Schley expressed his regret at not 
be.ug able the fulfill the department's 
orders. The operations have been tally 
covered in tnese dispatches previously, 
in other offic.ai matter made public. 
Speaking of the sinking of the Mer­ 
rimac, the secretary i-aid: 
“ I his attempt, although unsuccessful 
in its object, was daringly executed. It 
is now one of the well-known historic 
marvels of naval advent are aud enter 
fgise, in which Naval Constructor Hob 
son and his men won undying fame.” 
Cue fact disclosed was that Sampson 
asked to be represented in any confer­ 
ence beld to arrange the terms of sur­ 
render of Santiago, by virtue of the 
fact tuat he had engaged in the joint 
■operations. 
Shatter replied that he 
should be glad to have Sampson repre­ 
sented, but the surrender took place 
beiore his representative coaid reach 
the camp. Admiral Sampsou's chief of 
staff did arrive before the ti aal articles 
were signed, bat Shafter declined to 
permit him to be one of the signatories. 
A brief chapter in the report tells of 
this operations of the blockade. Many 
devoted officers aud crews from the be­ 
ginning of the war till the end rendered 
most valuable aud conscieutous service 
without opportunity for winning dis­ 
tinction in battle.

In reference to the workings of the 
cymeui of labor employment at cavy­ 
yard*, the secretary says that in contin­ 
uation of the policy OI giviug prefer­ 
ence in appointment to veterans of the 
Uivil war he proposes to give the pre!- j 
creuce now to the pers-ous who served J 
during the spanish- American war. 
In ma opinion the transport service 
should be put under the control of the 
navy department, and a national re-j 
serve snouid be orca ed to recruit the 
navy in time ot war aud to be main­ 
tained by federal appropriation.

WAB POSTAL SERVICE. 
THE SEALING! FLEET. 


Postm aster G eneral Sm ith N otes tho Effi­ 
ciency Show n—A m azing G rowth 
o f the Postal R osiness. 


W ashington, N ov. 26.—Postmaster 
General Charles Emory Smith, in his 
report, said in part: 
“ The war entailed the necessity of a 
military postal service and prompt 
measures were required for handling 
the mails of an army of 250,OOO men. 
Large postoffices were suddenly created 
at tne camps of concentration, the exi­ 
gencies of constant changes and move­ 
ments were jniet and the military and 
naval forces in active servioein the West 
Indies and Ph lip pines had prompt and 
constant postal communication with 
home. 
“ A special appropriation of $50,000 
bv congress for military costal service 
was inadequate and, with our cam­ 
paigns on remote soil, already has been 
exhausted.'' 
Continuing, the report says: 
“ When our troops advanced into 
Cuba the postal service advanced with 
them. 
VY hen 
bautiago surrendered 
United 
States I ostal Agent 
Ebon 
Brewer rook possession of the postoffice 
of that city, which was made the mili­ 
tary postoffice. 
He removed the Span­ 
ish d rector and leu of its large force of 
clerks, retaining some as interpreters, 
and gave the office a far better footing 
with a much smaller force. Now there 
are four ueliveries iu the business por­ 
tion of Santiago city, and regular mail 
communication has been established 
with ilavaua and intermediate seaports 
and with jamaica aud other West In­ 
dies islands. 
Service also has been ex­ 
tended into Sant ago province. 
“ The postal service accompanied our 
arms and our flag to Bono Hico. From 
Bonce it was extended as rapidly as 
different places passed into our posses- 
si »n, until now there are 12 military 
postal stations there, having postal con­ 
nections with many smaller places. 
They are under (he direciion of a su­ 
perintendent detailed from the railway 
mali service, who acts in conjunction 
with the military commander, with a 
force of six railway mail clerks, three 
postal agents aud 32 clerks, includ ag 
four Spanish translators. In the Philip­ 
pines two military postal stations have 
been established at Manila and Cavite, 
supervised by a veteran division super­ 
intendent, detailed from San Francisco, 
and connucted by a force of railway 
mail and postoffice clerks aud agents, 
ass ated by details from the army of 
occupation.” 
At auotuer point he said: 
“The acquisition of Hawaii has not 
thus far been lollowed by any change 
in our posial relations with that coun­ 
try. T he absorption of its postal sys­ 
tem into our own and the exercise of ; 
our control, like the incorporation of 
ut tier features of its local administra- j 
lion, have awaited the report of the 
com m ittee aud the legislation which 
will follow- There was the more rea­ 
son for observing this obligation, as 
Hawaii air eau y has a good mail service 
which is more than self sustaining.

He added, 
however, that after considering the con­ 
tents ot the dispatches, the president 
had cabled the Aniuricau commissioners 
reiterating his former instructions. 
It is understood that one point, new 
in the negotiations thus far, was raised 
in the dispatches received by the presi­ 
dent. it related to a modification of 
the terms of the proposition submitted 
to the Spanish commissioners a few 
days ago by the American commission­ 
ers. but iu just what particular the pro­ 
posed modification was to be made oofild 
not be ascertain**!. That the proposi­ 
tion was not accepted was made clear 
by tile president in cabling to the 
American commissioners a reiteration 
of his former instr a mons. The Ameri­ 
can commissioners will insist tnat the 
demands of the United States, as pre­ 
sented to 8 patu a few days ago, be con­ 
sidered without further modification. 
That they will be acceded to by the 
Spanish > ommission, rs is the earnest 
belief of the members of the oabiuet 
aud the president.

THE OPEN OOOR POLICY. 


Chairm an D lngley E xplains—A ll K egltsh 
C olonies N ot “ Open Door.” 


W a sh in g to n , N ov. 26.—“ The phrase 
'open door policy,' which is now being 
talked about so much in the news­ 
papers,*' said Mr. Dingley, in an intern 
view, “means simply equality of treat­ 
ment and not free trade. 
“ As applied to the Philippines, it 
woald mean that imports from Great 
Britain aud all other foreign countries 
are to be admitted at the same rates of 
duty as imports from the United States, 
“Of course this policy coaid not bs 
applied to jibe Philippines if they should 
be admitted into the Union with terri­ 
torial form of government because tbs 
constitution provides that duties shall 
t)e uuiform in the United States unless 
there should be an amendment to the 
constitution permitting this.

According to Edmond L. Baylies, 
vice president and counsel of the Pacific 
Cable company, in the extension of 
United States possessions among the is­ 
lands of the Pacific the old saying, 
“ The more yon have the more you 
want” might be changed to “ The more 
yon get the more yon must have.” The 
latter reading of the adage now forcibly 
confronts the state department at Wash­ 
ington by reason of his arguments. 
We have the Philippines by right of 
conquest, but be contends that their re­ 
tention mesas that we must acquire 
more Spanish territory, and this neces­ 
sity involves the possibility of difficult 
foreign complications. 
It may meet 
stout opposition from Germany. 
To 
hold tho Philippines, Mr. Baylies says, 
we mast have Ualan, or Strong island, 
the eastern island of tho Caroline group, 
which is owned by Spain. 
Germany 
also may want that island. 
His argu­ 
ment, in brief, is that it is an essential 
factor in retaining the Philippines that 
the United States shall have direct ca­ 
ble communication with those posses­ 
sions, aud the cable must be under the 
exclusive control of the United States. 
The recent war proved the imperative 
necessity of this condition. 
To insure 
such control the cable stations must 
be established on United States soil, 
where they will bo free from the possi­ 
bility of foreign interference. 
Unless the United States acquires 
Ualan a cable wholly under its jurisdic­ 
tion cannot be constructed to the Phil­ 
ippines. This problem has been present­ 
ed to the state department officials by 
Mr. Baylies. He has made several trips 
to Washington to explain the matter to 
th e proper authorities. Mr. Baylies, at 
bis office in New York, explained the 
situation to me recently. 
In laying a cable across the Pacific 
the route is from San Francisco to Hon­ 
olulu, thence to Guam, of the Ladrone 
group, and from the latter to Manila. 
So far all is nuder the American flag, 
Honolulu, Guam and Manila being 
ours. 
From Guam the cable will run 
north to Yokohama, and in due time a 
branch will extend to Australia, but 
the present question deals only with the 
line to Manila. The difficulty comes in 
the stretch 
between 
Honolulu and 
Guam. 
Here is a distance of 3,340 
knots. 
A cable bas to be laid with at 
least IO per cent slack, while 16 is pre­ 
ferred. 
But, taking the IO per cent 
basis, it would make a length of cable 
of 3,074 knots. Of the cables at present 
in existence the longest is the one re­ 
cently laid down from Brest, France, 
to Cape Cod. Its length is 3, 167 knots. 
The Anglo-American cable from Brest 
toSt. Pierre, which was laid iu 1869, is 
3,717.62 knots. 
The Freuch cable from Brest to Cape 
Cod, which was laid in 1898, is so 
heavy that experts have expressed grave 
doubts as to whether it can be raised 
and repaired if a break occurs iii deep 
water 
It contains 600 pounds of cop­ 
per and 450 pounds of gutta perctaa to 
the knot. If the weight of this cable, 
measuring 8,167 knots, imperils its safe­ 
ty, as experts believe, a cable for the 
longer distance of 3,674 knots, from 
Honolulu to Guam, would be out of the 
question. It would of necessity have to 
be heavier than the French cable, aud 
in view of past experience it is held 
that it would be absolutely impossible 
to lay aud maintain it. 
It is therefore 
apparent that there must be a lauding 
for the cable between Honolulu aud 
Guam, so as to shorten the sections. 
This landing, to carry out the purpose 
of 
communication 
under 
exclusive 
American control, can be on no other 
than territory owned by the United 
States. 
The United States already owns Mid­ 
way island, northwest of Honolulu, 
which at first thought might seem to 
answer the requisite for an intermediate 
cable station without looking elsewhere 
for a landing, but a knowledge of that 
island shows its utter unfitness lur the 
purpose. 
Breaks in cables can only be j b lites 
repaired in calm weather. 
As such a 
condition is rare off Midway harbor 
there is no telling how long it would 
be before a break there could be attend­ 
ed to, and meanwhile all communica­ 
tion would bo suspended. Such a break 
in critical national times might have 
grave consequences. Just as Midway is­ 
land is undesirable for a cable station, 
so Ualan is desirable. 
It is only 2,445 
knots from Honolulu and 1,210 from 
Guam. 
Its fertility bas given it the 
Dame “ Gem of the Pacific. 
It. has two 
accessible liar bors, one on the east side 
and another on the west, with a road 
connecting them. 
Far from being flat 
and sandy, like Midway, it has moun­ 
tains rising to a height of more than 
2.000 feet. Its climate is delightful, its

As Mr Baylies and others put the 
ease, from every consideration, aside 
from that of actual discovery, the I nit 
ed States has just claim to the island 
Although Balau was discovered by 
Spain, she did not assert authority over 
U nutil 1885.

Doylies, 
vice president and counsel of the Pacific 
Cable company, in the extension of 
United States possessions among the is­ 
lands of the Pacific the old saying, 
“ Tho more yon have the more you 
w an t” might he changed to “ The more 
you get the more you most have.” The 
latter reading of the adage now forcibly 
confronts the state department at Wash­ 
ington by reason of his arguments. 
We have the Philippines by right of 
corn;nest, but be contends that their re­ 
tention mr in s that we must acquire 
more Spanish territory, and this neces­ 
sity involves the possibility of difficult 
foreign complications. 
It may meet 
stout opposition from Germany. 
To 
hold tho Philippines, Mr. Baylies says, 
we most- have Ualan, or Strong island, 
tho eastern island of tho Caroline group, 
which is owned by Spain. 
Germany 
ulso may want that islaud 
His argu­ 
ment, iii brief, is that it is an essential 
factor iii retaining the Philippines that 
the United States shall have direct ca­ 
bio communication with those posses­ 
sions, and the cabio must be under the 
exclusive control of the United States. 
The recent war proved the imperative 
necessity of this condition. 
To insure 
such control the cable 
stations must 
be established on United States soil, 
where they will be free from tho possi- i 
bility of foreign interference. 
Unless the United States acquires 
Ualan a cabio wholly under its jurisdic­ 
tion cannot be constructed to the Phil­ 
ippines. This problem hasbeen present­ 
ed to the state department officials by 
Mr. Baylies. He has made several trips 
to Washington to explain the m atter to 
the proper authorities. 
Mr. Baylies, at 
his office in New York, explained the 
situation to me recently. 
In laying a cable across the Pacific 
the route is from San Francisco to Hon­ 
olulu, thence to Guam, of tho Ladrone 
group, and from the latter to Manila. 
Ido fur all is nuder the American flag, 
Honolulu, 
Guam and Manila being 
ours. 
From Guam the cable will run 
north to Yokohama, and in due time a 
branch will extend to Australia, but 
the present question deals only with tbe 
line to Manila. The difficulty comes in 
tbe stretch 
between 
Honolulu 
and 
Guam. 
Here is a distance of 8,340 
knots. 
A cable bas to be laid with at 
least IO per cent slack, while 16 is pre­ 
ferred. 
But, taking the IO per cent 
basis, it would make a length of cable 
of 3,074 knots. Of the cables at present 
in existence the longest is the one re­ 
cently laid down from Brest, France, 
to Cape Cod. 
its length is 3,167 knots. 
The Anglo-American cable from Brest 
to S t. Pierre, which was laid in 1869, is 
2,717.62 knots. 
The French cable from Brest to Cape 
Cod, which was laid in 1898, is so 
heavy that experts have expressed grave 
doubts as to whether it can be raised 
and repaired if a break occurs in deep 
water 
It contains 600 pounds of cop­ 
per and 450 pounds of gutta percha to 
the knot. 
If the weight of this cable, 
measuring 8,167 knots, imperils its safe­ 
ty, as experts believe, a cable for tbe 
longer distance of 8,674 knots, from 
Honolulu to Guam, would be out of the 
question, it would of necessity have to 
be heavier than the French cable, aud 
in view of past experience it is held 
that it woald be absolutely impossible 
to lay aud maintain it. 
It is therefore 
apparent that there must be a lauding 
for the cable between Honolulu aud 
Gnam, so as to sborteu tbe sections. 
This lauding, to carry out tbe purpose 1 
of 
communication 
under 
exclusive} 
American control, can be on no other | 
than territory owned by the United 
states. 
The United States already owns Mid- ; 
way island, northwest of 
H onolulu, : 
which at first thought m ight seem to 
answer tho requisite for un intermediate 
cable station without looking elsewhere 
for a landing, but a knowledge of that

York, of which Hiiam Hitchcock is 
president, bolds the Cardenas-MenocaI 
concession obtained from the Nicaragua 
government on March 18, 1887. This is 
a 12 year concession and does not ex­ 
pire until next year, but President Ze- 
laya of Nicaragua holds that the Mari­ 
time company, which long ago ceased 
active work in Nicaragua, bas violated 
several articles of its agreement, and 
that the contract is therefore void; but, 
to avoid any trouble, the concession 
granted William R. Grace’s representa­ 
tives is dated October, 1899. Mr. Cragin 
brought with him a copy of President 
Zelaya’s message to tbe Nicaragua con­ 
gress, in which the president says. 
“ I shall give yon an acconnt of a 
promise of a contract for the opening 
of an interoceanic canal through our 
isthmus granted to Messrs. Cragiu and 
Byre, representing a respectable syndi­ 
cate of American capitalists.

I t’s no easy job this finding 
tit some particularly good fishing ground 
that has no m aik on the chart and is 
only fixed in the m ind of fishermen by 
study of distances from the shore. 
it is a well known fact that fish must 
be sought. 
They w ill not, as a ru b , 
come to the fisherman, be the latter 
professional or am ateur. 
Sea fish. as 
well as lake fish, like rocky bottom, aud 
it is over this kind of bottom that the 
best catches are made. It is no easy task 
to locate a rocky bed along the Jersey 
coast, and even w ith ranges or land­ 
marks one is not alw ays certain to find 
it on anotia r d ay ’s fishing trip 
The 
ranges aru m anipulated tins way: 
In an ordinary surfboat, such as the 
majority of the Jersey fishermen use, 
the beach line th a t looks so w hite and 
extensive close inshore resembles a

The hope was well founded, ana toe 
beetle, w h i c h is a natural enemy of the 
scale insect, is believed to have savetl 
the Californian orange industry from 
a n n i h i l a t i o n . 
It ate up the scale bugs 
with avidity, checking their multiplica 
tiou aud causing an end of the pest 
According to the Washington news, i 
like result bas taken place in Portugal 
Dr. Howard received an appeal for aid 
from the Portuguese authorities in Sep 
tember. 1896. when the scale pest was 
ravaging the orange and lemon groves 
along the river Tagus. 
Iii October of last year Dr. nowarc 
secured from the state board of horti 
culture of California about 60 sped 
mens of the Australian beetle in an 
adult state and some larvae These were 
packed iu moss with a quantity of the 
scale insects for food on the way and 
were transmitted to Portugal by mail 
Only five of the beetles survived the 
trip* 
In November another colony ob­ 
tained in California was forwarded 
from New York by direct steamship to 
Lisbon, of which one male and five fe­ 
males survived. 
The beetles are noted 
for their fecundity and within a few 
months their progeny numbered thou 
sands. These were distributed in and 
about the city of Lisbon, when they at 
once set to work upon the feast of scale 
bugs ready at hand. The latest advices 
that have reached Washington state 
that the beetles now number millions 
and are rapidly ridding the country of 
the pest.—New York Son.

Kid. Ornnut* nod Lemon Grove* of 
Their Deadliest Foe*. 
New York entomologists have been 
interested by news that baw come by 
way of Washington of the result of a 
shipment of beetles made by Dr. How­ 
ard, entomologist of the United states 
department of agriculture, to the de­ 
partment of agriculture of Portugal 
The beetle in question is known to sci­ 
ence a* the Novins cardinals. Its home 
is in Australia, from which country it 
was introduced into California several 
years ago by the board of horticulture 
of that state. 
It was hoped that it would 
prey upon the white or fluted scale that 
was ravaging the orange groves of Cali­ 
fornia. 
The hope was well founded, and the 
beetle, which is a natural enemy of the 
scale insect, is believed to have saved 
the Californian orange industry from 
annihilation. 
It ate up the scale bugs 
with avidity, checking their multiplica 
tiou and causing an end of the pest 
According to the Washington news, a 
like result bas taken place in Portugal. 
Dr. Howard received an appeal for aid 
from the Portuguese authorities in Sep­ 
tember, 1896, when the scale pest was 
ravaging the orange and lemon groves 
along the river Tagns.

According to Edmond L. 
Bay lies, 
vice president and counsel of the Pacific 
Cable company, in the extension of 
United States possessions among the is­ 
lands of the Pacific the old saying, 
“ The more yon have the more you 
w ant” might be changed to ‘‘Tho more 
you get the more you must have.” The 
latter reading of the adage now forcibly 
confronts the state department at Wash­ 
ington by reason of his arguments. 
We have the Philippines by right of 
conquest, but be contends that their re­ 
tention mes.ni that w e must acquire 
more Spanish territory, and this neces­ 
sity involves the possibility of difficult 
foreign complications. 
It may 
meet 
stout opposition 
from 
Germany. 
To 
hold tho Philippines, Mr. Bayliee says, 
we must have Ualan, or Strong island, 
tho eastern island of the Caroline group, 
which is owned by Spain. 
Germany 
also may want that island 
His argu­ 
ment, in brief, is that it is an essential 
factor iii retaining tho Philippines that 
the United State* shall have direct ca­ 
ble communication with those posses­ 
sions, and the cabio must be under the 
exclusive control of the United Mates. 
The recent war proved the imperative 
necessity of this condition. 
To insure 
such control the cable 
stations must 
be established on United States soil, 
where they w ill be free from the possi­ 
bility of foreign interference. 
Unless the United States acquires 
Ualan a cable v»holly under its jurisdic­ 
tion cannot be constructed to the Phil­ 
ippines. This problem hasbeen present­ 
ed to the state department officials by 
Mr. Bay lies. He has made several trips 
to Washington to explain the matter to 
the proper authorities. 
Mr. Buy lien, at 
his office in New York, explained the 
situation to me recently 
In laying a cable across the Pacific 
the route is from Sau Francisco to Hon­ 
olulu, thence to Guam, of tho Ladrone 
group, and from the latter to Manila. 
So far all is under the American flag, 
Honolulu, 
Guam and 
Muuilu 
being 
ours. 
From Guam the cable w ill run 
uortb to Yokohama, aud in duo time a 
branch will extend to Australia, but 
the present question deals only w ith tile 
lino to Manila. 
Tho difficulty comes in 
the stretch 
between 
Honolulu 
and 
Guam 
Here is a distance of 3,340 
knots. 
A cable bas to be laid with at 
least IO per cent slack, w hile 16 is pre­ 
ferred. 
But, taking the IO per cent 
basis, it would make a length of cuble 
of 3,07 4 knots. Of the cablts at present 
in existence the longest is the one re­ 
cently laid down from Brest, I? ranee, 
to Cape Cod. 
Its length is 3, Uh knots. 
The Anglo-American cable from Brest 
to S t. Pierre, which was laid in 1809, is 
a, 717.02 knots. 
The French cable from Brest to Cape 
Cod, which was laid in 1898, is so 
heavy that experts haveaxpressed grave 
doubts us to whether it can be raised 
aud repaired if a break occurs iii deep 
water 
It contains 600 pounds of cop­ 
per and 450 pounds of gutta percha to 
the knot. 
If the w eight of this cable, 
measuring 3,167 knots, imperils its safe­ 
ty, as experts believe, a cable for the 
longer distance of 3,674 knots, from 
Honolulu to Guam, would be out of the 
question. 
It would of necessity have to 
be heavier thau the F»c**oh cable, aud 
in view of past experience it is held 
that it woald be a b s o l u t e l y impossible 
to lay and maintain it. 
It is therefore 
apparent that there must be a landing 
for the cable between Honolulu aud 
Guam, so as to shorten the sections. 
This lauding, to carry out the purpose 
of 
communication 
under 
exclusive 
American control, can be on no other 
than territory owned by the 
I lilted 
States. 
The United States already owns Mid­ 
way island, northwest of 
Honolulu, 


and as a result the 
dispute was submitted to tho pope. 
He 
decided in 1885 that Spain bad the right 
to tho islands. 
Ualan was not mentioned in the pro­ 
tocol, as tho Into of the Philippines was 
undecided, but it bas now been propos­ 
ed to the state departm ent that the 
United Staten purchase tho island.

ta.l felt hats, aud each hat has a red 
feather stack upright in it. The attend­ 
ants also carry the wedding presents. 
A sedan chair bears the bride herself. 
Iu south China a sedan most wonder­ 
fully gilded is used by the wealthy 
classes, aud it is decorated with what 
appears at first tdgbt to be brilliant in­ 
laid stones, but which are iii reality 
the glossy feathers of the kingfisher. A 
handsome cloth of glowing red with 
trimmed border is also thrown over the 
chair. 
In th© case of the poorer classes red 
is also the prevailing bridal color, aud 
a chair of ordinary carved wood, paint­ 
ed a bright red, is used. Above the door 
of the chair a kind of charm is placard­ 
ed or hung upon a red cloth. The chair 
itself is sent by tho bridegroom, accom­ 
panied by what corresponds to our best 
man.

FISH TRADE TRICKS. 


HOW TH E PROFESSIONALS LO CATE A 
“ BITING" GROUND.

“ Got the range, Will?”

That is how the professional fisher­ 
man along the Jersey coast finds his fa­ 
vorite “ biting” ground. The latter may 
bt 
20 or more fathoms deep, and a 
dozen or more miles 
offshore; 
bot, 
with the ani of such landmarks as trees. 
stet pies and beach cottages, lying in 
various directions along tho strand, 
these crack surf men seldom make a mis­ 
take in “ pit king up” the ground sought 
onshore. 
It’s no easy job this finding 
of some particularly good fishing ground 
that has no uiaik on the chart and is 
only fixed in the mind of fishermen by 
study cf distances from the shore. 
It is a well known fact that fish inu*t 
be sought. 
They will not, as a rub, 
come to the fisherman, he the latter 
professional or amateur, 
Sea fi>-h. as 
Wk ll as lake fish, like rocky bottom, and 
it is over this kind of bottom that the 
best catches are made. It is no easy task 
to locate a rocky bed along the Jersey 
coast, and even with ranges or land­ 
marks one is not always certain to find 
it on another day’s fishing trip 
The 
ranges aru manipulated this way: 
In an ordinary surf boat, such as the 
majority of the Jersey fishermen use, 
the beach line that looks so white and 
extensive close inshore resembles a 
white thread at a distance of, say, 15 
miles from the laud. 
When the fisher­ 
men discover u new ground at or about 
that distance offshore, they generally 
pick three marks on land—one north, 
one south aud tho third directly to the 
westward. 
By 
I ringing these three 
marks to a convergence the happy hunt­ 
ing ground is located. 
As a rule these fishermen are a bit 
selfish when new grounds are discover 
ed. 
They conceal the laot us long as 
possible from one another, for business 
reasons principally, for there is a ripe 
competition among these beach comb­ 
ers, and it is only by playing possum 
and keeping a weather eye open that 
ono learns what his rival sometimes 
knows. 
One day last season a reporter was in 
one of these surf boats 18 miles offshqje 
from Barnegat. The fisherman in charge 
of the tiny d a ft was leading for a rocky 
bottom as far offshore as he dared to go 
without com pa nm aud pro' isious 
W h< ii 
within a mile or so of the ground, a n ­ 
other fisherman aud his helper were 
seen at anchor. 
They were hauling up 
whacking t i g bass as fast as they could 
throw out, aud altogether they seemed 
to be having a glorious time. After tin 
two boats had separated sufficiently to 
permit a private conversaiion the pro­ 
fessional in charge of tho first mention­ 
ed craft said to his shipmate:

New York entom ologists have been 
Interested by news that bas come by 
way of Washington of the result of a 
shipment of beetles made by Dr. 
ard, en tom ologist of the United orates 
department of agriculture, to the de­ 
partment of agriculture of Portugal. 
The beetle in question is known to sci 
ern e ar* the Novius cardinalic Its home 
j j in Australia, from which country it 
was introduced into California several 
years ago by the board of horticulture 
of that state. 
It was hoped that it would 
prey upon the w hite or fluted scale that 
I was ravaging the orange groves of Call* 
forma. 
The hope was w ell founded, ana tne 
beetle, which is a natural enemy of the 
scale insect, is believed to have saved 
the Californian orange industry from 
annihilation. 
It ate up the scale bugs 
w ith avidity, checking their m ultiplica­ 
tion aud causing an end of the pest. 
According to the W ashington news, a 
like result has taken place in Portugal. 
Dr. Howard received an appeal fo r aid 
from the Portuguese authorities in Sep­ 
tember. 1896. when the scale pest was 
ravaging the orange and lemon groves 
along the river Tagns. 
In October of last year Di. Howard 
secured from the state board of horti­ 
culture of California about 60 speci­ 
mens of the Australian beetle in an 
adult state and some larva) These were 
packed in moss with a quantity of the 
scale insects for food on the way aud 
were transmitted to Portugal by mail 
Only five of the beetles survived the 
trip 
In November another colony ob­ 
tained 
in 
California was forwarded 
from New York by direct steam ship to 
Lisbon, of which one m ale and five fe­ 
males survived. 
Tile beetles are noted 
for their fecundity and w ithin a few 
mouths their progeny numbered thou 
sands. 
These were distributed in aud 
about the city of Lisbon, when they at 
once set to work upon the feast of scale 
bugs ready at hand. 
The latest advices 
that 
have reached W ashington state 
that the beetles now number million® 
and are rapidly ridding the country ot 
the pest.— New York Sun.
